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Examiner's Amendment 

1. Referring to claims 32, 41, 42, & 51; delete the word "adapted" in the claim limitation 
"wherein said physical connection controller further includes a physical connection maintaining 
device adapted to maintain said physical connection between said subscriber terminal side and 
said network side in said active period" 

2. Referring to claim 45; delete the dependency to claim 52 and replace with a dependency 
to claim 42. 

3. Referring to the abstract, delete the reference to "(Fig. 7)". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 32-51 & 53-62 are allowed. 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art is Ishii (U.S. Patent No.: 6,377,790). Ishii teaches (in the background 
summary) a packet network with a RLP link between a base station and a mobile station. The 
system has an inherent controller which schedules resources between the mobile station and the 
base station. The mobile station has inherent buffer which stores packets as well as inherent 
detector which monitors the arrival time of packets from both the base station as well as from an 
application program. A inactive timer is set upon arrival of a packet from either the software 
application or the base station. The inactive timer has a fixed duration. If no new packets are 
received the inactive timer counts to zero then the connection between the base and mobile is 
disconnected. So at a fixed time after the last packet is received the physical link is disconnected 
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which is not the same claimed invention which disconnects upon a predetermined time after the 
interarrival time difference between two packets exceeds a predetermined range. 

5. Claims 32-51 & 53-62 are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of 
the specification, none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the 
combination of limitations specified in the independent claims including "determining as an 
active period the period from a first detected user data packet to a last detected user data packet 
for which each determined interarrival time falls in a predetermined range; and wherein said 
physical connection controller further includes a physical connection maintaining device to 
maintain said physical connection between said subscriber terminal side and said network side in 
said active period" , as specified in claims 32, 41, 42, 51, & 53
